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< The committee appointed to report rales for the government of the 
Senate beg leave to submit the following report : 

Rute 1, Tae President shall take the chair precisely at the hour to 
which the Senate shall have previously adjourned, and, on the appear. 
ance of a quorum, shall call the Senate to order, and cause the journal 
of the preceding day to be read ; but a smaller number may adjourn 
from day to day, corapel the attendance of absent members, and have 
the names of the absentees entered upon the journal. 

Rose 2. It shall be the duty of the President to preserve order and 
may speak on all questions of order in preference to any other member, 
rising from his seat for that purpose, and shall decide on all questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the Senate. l 

Ros 3. The question shall be put in this form: As many as are of 
opinion (as the case may be.) say aye; of the contrary opinion, say nas 
and in doubtful cases the President may direct, or any member may 
call for a division. 

Ruse 4. Eleven standing committees, to consist of three members 
each, shall be appointed at the commencement of the session, viz: A 
committee on the judiciary, a committee on ways and means, a committee 
on elections, a committee on claims, a committee on corporations, & com. 
mittee on counties, a comraitiee on military affairs, a committee on com- 
merce, a committee on education, a committee on engrossed bills, and a 
committee on roads and highways; all committees shall be appointed by 
the President, unless otherwise desired by the Senate, in which case 
they shall be appointed by ballot. à 

Rope 5. Every member, when a question is taken, shall vote, unless 
the Senate, far special reason shall excuse him, 

Rois 6. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the President 
or any member require it. 

Rote 7. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, unless a 
member is speaking, and shall be decided without debate; and no mem- 
ber shall leave his seat afier a question of adjournment is put, until the 
same shall be declared to be a vote by the President. 

Rute 8. When a member is about to speak, he shall rise and respect. 
fully address him-elf to the President, and when a member is speaking, 
no member shall pass between him and the chair. 

Rube 9. The President shall preserve decoram, and if any member 
-tranagress the rules of the Senats, the President shall, or any member 


may, cal! to order, in which case the member called to order shall i imme- 
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diately sit down, unless permitted to explain, and the Senate shall, if

Rore 12. After a motion is stated by the President, or read aloud 
by the clerk, it shall be deemed to be be in possession of the Senate, 
but may be withdrawn at any time before a decision or amendment, by 
consent of the Senate. 

Ruts 13. While a question is before the Senate, no motion shall 
be received unless to lie on the table, for amendment, for the previous 
question, or for postponing the main question, or to commit, or adjourn. 

Rois 14. The previous question shall be putin these words: “Shall 
the main question be now put?“ It shall be admitted only on the de- 
mand of two members, and sustained by a majority of the Senate, 
and, until decided, shall preclude all amendment. 


. Rove 15. Any member may call for a division of the question when 
the same shall admit of it. 

Rute 16. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the Senate, 
without special leave. 

Roxx 1%. The first reading of a bill shall be for information, aad if 
objection be made to it, the question shall be: “Shall the bill be 
rejected? IF no objection be made, or if the question to reject be 
lost, the bill shall go to its second reading without & question ; and 
the clerk, upon the first reading, is hereby directed to have one bage 
copies of each bill printed. 

„Roxx 18. Upon the second reading of a bill, the President shall

No member shall be permitted to vote on any subject in 
whieh he has a direct pecuniary interest. 

Rute 25. No member in the minority of any vote declared shall 
have a right to move a reconsideration thereof, 

Rurg 26. No member shall call for the yeas and nays on any vote 
afier the same shall bave been declared to be a vote by the President. 

Rulx 27. When any petition, memorial or remonstrance is presented 
to the Senate, the person presenting the same shall give a concise 
statement of the purport thereof, and it shall be disposed of according 
to its character, without reading, unless the reading thereof is required 
by two members. 

Roure 28. No bill.shall pass the Senate until a third reading, nor 


shall any bill be read more than once in one day, unless otherwise 


directed by the Senate. 

Role 29. If two or more members happen to rise at once, the Pres. 
ident shall name the person who is to speak first. 

Rote 30. No sanding rule of the Senate shall de revised or 
amended without one day’s notice being given thereof. 

Rute Sl. No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
‘Senate without leave is first obtained; and in case a less number than 
4& quorum of the Senate shall convene, they are hereby authorised to 
send the sergeant-at-arms, or any person or persons by them authorized, for 
any absent member or members, as a majority of such members present 
shall agree, ut the expense of such absent member or members, respect- 
ively, unless auch excuse for non-attenóance shall be made as the Senate, 
when a quorum 1s convened, shall deem sufficient. 

ort 32. It shall be the duty of the sergeant-at-arms to keep order in 
the Jobby, and to obey orders of the Senate from time to time. 

Rore 33. n shall be the duty of the chief clerk to keep an exeet 
journal of the proceedings of che Senate, and he shall, from time to 
time, be subject to such further orders as the Senate may direct. 
^ Rous 84. No persons except the members of the House of Repre- 
‘sentatives, the clerk, the Governor, the Secretary of State, Judges of 
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the ‘supreme and circuit courts, Attorney General, and members of 
Congress, shall be admitted within thé bar of the Senate during the 
aittings of the same, unless invited by a member, 

Rote 85. Any member voting in the minority on any question, and 
protesting against the vote of the Scnate, may have his protest entered 
on the journal, if the language and tenor of such protest would have 
been admissib'e in the discussion of the subject. 

Rue 36. The following method shall be the order or pute of doing 
business in the Senate, to-wit :

MESSAGE. 


. 
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` Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : D 


' On the receipt of the news of the admission 
‘of the Stato of Oregon into the Union, I deemed it necessary that 
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the Legislature should be convened. Acting under the provisions 
af the Constitution, a proclamation was issued; and I now proosed 
'4e respectfully eall your attention to some of the measures which 
will probably demand your consideration. 


Much business will donbtless press itself upon you, more than was 
contemplated by the framers of the Conatitution should ever come 
before any called session ef the Legislature. The Constitution pro- 
vides that when the Legislature shall be convened by proclamation, 
tlie Governor “shall state to both Houses when assembled, the pur- 
Pose for which they shall have been convened.” In this case it will 

“be impossible for me to atate the purpose for which you are assembled, 
as the wants of the State are many and various; but the measures 
which present themselves to my mind as demanding your early attcn- 
tention may be enumerated under a few heads, 


The act of admission by which Oregon entered the Union contains 
certain propositions made to the people of Oregon for their free 
acceptance or rejection; & copy of this act is herewith transmitted. 
Doubtless, action by you in your representative capacity is all that 
is contemplated by the provisions of this bill. 

A law under which the several officers elected under the State ean 
qualify and enter upon the difohargs of their several duties—fixing 
. tha aaleries and emeluments of such as are not fixed by the Consti- 
tution, defining the duties of the several judicial and ministerial 
Officers; are measures that cannot be dispensed with. 

Dividing the State into Prosecuting Attorneys’ districts and pro- 

‘viding for the filling of such offices where they shall be found to be 
vacant. From the 17th sec. of article 7 of the Constitution, I am 
of the opinion no prosecuting attorneys were elected for the State at 
the June election for 1898, and certainly nome were elected unless 

. the Legislatare shall so district the State, for that purpose, as to 
make them agree with the Judicial circuits, & plan of districting 
whioh is of doubtful expediency. 

Providing for the election of electors of the President and Vice 
President, and the discharge of their duties will doubtless demand a 
portion of your tim. 

Tour attention is called to that portion of the bill for the admis- 
-sion ef Oregon which provides for certain lands granted to the State, 
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being. selected by the Governor. It isa mátber of much doube 
whether lands can be selected under this grant that ñ. ially 
add to the prosperity of the State. It is quite certain thüt bat lit- 
tle valuable land remains unoccupied in any of the valleys west of 
the Cascade mountains, and unless this land can be located esst of 
the mountains, but littlo'advantage can be realized from this grant; 
and owing to the limited surveys in this part of dur State, it may 


: bes question whether they can be located there or not. 


The exact amount of the State indebtedness is not yet known, but 
estimated at a sum not exceeding ten thousand dollars, It isnot 
the part of wisdom, policy, or prudence to neglect or defer the pay- 
ment of a just debt any longer than is absolutely necessary; there- 
fore, I respectfully recommend that the State tax be increased ; the 
territorial legislature, at its session for 1858-9, increased the terri- 
torial tax for the present year to one and three-fourth mills, and at 
the same time provided for auditing and allowing the expenses of the 
Constitutional Convention. The three-fourths of a mill being for 
the purpose of meeting these claims, although thie tax has not 
yet been levied, I am gratified to be able to inform you that only 
about two thousand dollars of the expenses of the Constitdtional Con- 
Aention remain unpaid; about six thousand dollars having been 
already, drawn from the territorial treasury in liquidation of these 
claims. 

Justice would seem to demand that all claims against the State 
should draw interest from the time they are audited and allowed 
"until paid; and certainly it would not be the part of economy to 
keep a considerable amount standing at interest against the State; 
besides, the State is as much bound in equity to pay its debts when 
due, as an individual. 

The election of a United States Senator to fill the place recently 
held by the Hon, Lelazon Smith, whose Terma offce has expired, 
will engross a portion ef your time. 

L must call your attention to the condition of the executive aad 
administrative departments. While much business is pressing ite 
upor those branches of the government, there ate no laws applicable 
in the discharge of the duties of these departments. 5 

Seotion 8, Artiele 9, of the Constitution provides that all ate 
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Venety teqnired for: the use of the State, shall bo.furniahed by thy 
lowent :yeapensible bidder, under such regulations as may be pre- 
seribel by law.“ ‘This is a subject of pressing importance, as a 
mall emount of stationery hos already been procured for the use of 
we State, in the absence of any provision of law. 

There seems to be no provision in the Constitution whereby a repy 
resentetive to tbe thirty-sixth Congress might be elected; of 
course it will be necessary to pass some law whereby that place may 
be dle. 

‘The location of a permanent seat of government has, probably, 
agiteted. the public mind more than any other question in Oregon; 
apticipating the almost certainty of its being mooted at this present 
session, J have thought proper to submit some of my views relative 


No law, either constitutional or statutory, will be observed or re- 
spected where a majority of the people affected by it are opposed to 
ita provisions. On the contrary, laws that commend themselves to 
the favor of the people will always be respected. 

The election which adopted the Constitution, adopted all, and eve- 
ry article of that instrument by such a majority as to leave no doubt 
about.its being the will of the people. The Constitution provided for 
certain acts being dons at certain times, and in certain ways, with- 
out regard to admission into the Union; but making the adoption of 
tha, Constitution all that was necessary to give it effect. 

Section 10, of Article 4, of the Constitution provides that “the 
seagiona of the Legislative Assembly shall be held biennially at the 
capital of the State, commencing on the second Monday of Septem- 
ber, in the. year eighteen hundred and fifty-eight,” &c. Surely, this 
provides for regular sessions, and that the first shall be begun in 
September, 1858. 

Section 1, of Article 14, provides that “the Legislative Assem- 
bly shall not have the power to establish s permanent seat of govern- 
ment for thie State. But at the first vegular session after the adop- 
tio (nos admission) of this Constitution, the Legislative Assembly 
swali provide, by law, for the submission to the electors of the State 
at the next general election thereafter, the matter of the selection of
